FROM MEXICO

MEXICO CITY, November 25— The
state of Oaxaca, formally declared to-
(dny that it did not recognize the cen-
tral government, This actlon was
taken by the legislature and ratified
by Governor Renlto Juares, Jr., as a
result of the refusal of Prealdent Mu-
dero to permit the federal troops to
asslst the governor in suppressing lo-
ecal insurrectionists.

Crowds are gald to have marched
through the streets of the town to-
day yelling “Death to Madero and the
central government,” and declaring
the people of Oaxaca would fight to
the last to maintain the soverslgnty
of the state.

To all intents and purposes, Oaxaca
has seceded and placed hersolf in a
ptate of rebelllon, The federal gov-
ernment, however, has not yet decid-

ed to regard it as such. i
